The  New  1997  F.H.S.  Block  Schedule 

At  Framingham  High  School  we  sometimes  forget  that  our  daily 
class  routine  is  guided  by  a  set  time  schedule  devised  by  FHS's  high- 
er authorities.  FHS  has  implemented  "Block  Scheduling"  for  ex- 
tended classes  since  the  beginning  of  the  1996-'97  year.  However, 
last  year's  block  schedule  lasted  only  last  year.  Last  year's  schedule 
was  problematic  and  conflicting  and  thus,  it  was  succeeded  by  this 
year's  new,  more  effective  block  schedule.  Last  year,  many  students' 
schedule  had  one  period  per  week  of  conflicting  classes.  In  essence, 
once  a  week  a  student  would  have  (for  example)  Algebra  and  Biol- 
ogy scheduled  during  the  same  period.  Although  this  was  only  a 
one  period  per  week,  the  effects  of  one  missed  class  took  its  toll  on 
students.  They  were  obligated  to  make  up  classwork,  quizzes,  or 
obtain  notes  taken  that  day  in  class  despite  not  having  a  choice 
whether  or  not  to  attend  the  class.  Consequently,  this  schedule  did 
not  carry  over  to  this  year. 

This  year,  the  administration,  staff,  parents,  and  students  have 
developed  a  very  effective  schedule  which  meets  Massachusetts 
"Time  on  Learning"  requirements.  The  new  schedule  consists  of  7 
lettered  days  (A  G  day),  5  periods  per  day.  The  first  period  of  every 
day  is  an  88  minute  block  beginning  at  7:33  am.  This  is  followed  by 
two  54  minute  class  periods.  The  lunch  block  is  the  second  88  min- 
ute block  period  of  the  day.  The  final  period  of  the  day  is  a  54  min- 
ute period  concluding  school  at  1:55  pm,  15  minutes  later  than  last 
year's  dismissal  time  of  1:40  pm. 

Despite  our  school  day  being  lengthened  by  20  minutes,  the  new 
schedule  has  done  an  excellent  job  structuring  our  day.  Having  a 
block  period  during  lunch  was  a  superb  idea.  A  half  hour  lunch 
period  is  great  for  preceding,  succeeding,  or  breaking  up  the  block 
period.  This  makes  the  time  pass  more  quickly.  Another  benefit  of 
our  new  block  schedule  is  only  meeting  5  classes  per  day.  This 
means  that  a  student  does  not  meet  with  each  class  every  day;  he 
or  she  is  allowed  a  break  from  every  class  two  times  per  the  seven 
day  rotation.  And,  as  much  as  some  students  love  their  classes  and 
teachers,  it  is  always  nice  to  have  a  break  from  a  certain  class. 

Although  FHS  has  had  4  different  time  schedules  in  the  past  -* 
years,  I  am  confident  that  this  schedule  is  here  to  stay.  It  has  proven 
to  be  an  effective  guide  to  our  day  with  few  problems  for  each  grade 
administrator  and  guidance  counselor.  It  has  given  the  students  five 
classes  per  day  every  day  with  a  static  time  block  arrangement.  The 
stability  of  this  new  FHS  block  schedule  is  keeping  our  snidem* 
busy  and  in  class  throughout  the  stressful  day  at  Framingham  High 
School.
